That ad visemen t will prob­ 
ably la.st un til Palatin e people have 
again had time to forget this, the 
last fatal accid en t. 
The public in this matter had a 
champion in a former may or who 
has sin ce d ied . Wjll a n ew cham­ 
pion have to person ally should er 
the task of forcin g the railroad 
compan y to action , or will the vil­ 
lage board act? 
Regard less of the verd ict of the 
state commission , or its d elay in 
an n oun cin g a d ecision , Palatin e 
crossin gs must be protected by in ­ 
d ivid ual watchmen un til some im­ 
provemen t has been mad e to the 
presen t warn in g lights.

This is for 
Class I milk, w’hich is sold in fluid 
form by distributors buying milk 
irom the Association. 
A gross price of $1.29 per hund­ 
red pounds on 20 per cent of estab­ 
lished base will be paid members 
for Class II milk deliv ered in June, 
as compared w’ith the same per cent 
the prev ious month. Class II milk 
is sold by distributors as cream, ice 
cream, ice cream mix, and Phila­ 
delphia type chee.se. 
Class III milk (surplus milk) will 
be paid for at the U. S. Go^’ernment 
price for 92 score Chicago butter 
fat plus one cent. All prices are 
f.o b. country plant or loading plat­ 
form. 
The av erage price for all milk 
deliv ered in June was $1.62. The 
condensary price was $1.108 per 
cwt. of milk in June.

Hand and Arm Signals 
Required of all Drivers 
Bv Motor Code 


“Hand and arm ” signals, when 
turning, slowing down or stopping, 
are now required by law of all 
drivers of motor vehicles in Illinois. 
This is one of the new provisions of 
the Illinois Traffic Code recently 
enacted by the Legislature and now 
in effect throughout the State, says 
Carl A. Barrett, President of the 
Illinois Automobile Club. 
However, when any motor vehicle 
is so constructed or loaded that 
“hand and arm ” signals would not 
be seen, both front and rear, the 
vehicle must be equipped with a 
mechanical signal device. 
The “hand and arm ” signals, now 
required and which must be given 
from the left side of the vehicle, 
are: 
Left Turn—Hand and arm ex­ 
tended horizontally. 
Right Turn— Hand and arm ex­ 
tended upward, or moved with a 
sweeping motion 
from front to 
rear. 
Stop or Decrease Speed— Hand 
and arm extended downward. 
“Hand and arm ” signals for rigiit 
or left turns must be given during 
not less than the last IOO feet trav­ 
eled before turning, and no person 
may stop or suddenly decrease 
speed without first giving the prop­ 
er signal.” 
Flashing lights, except as tu rn ­ 
ing signals, are prohibited.

PALATINE 
CROSSINGS * 


The lives of an entire family 
■were snuffed out a t Palatine last 
Saturday nigrht because of inade­ 
quate railroad crossing protection. 
T hey were not the first to die in 
this m anner, nor will they be the 
last until the people of Palatine 
ri>e up and say “stop” to the rail­ 
road company or tile Illinois Com­ 
merce Commission. 
The presentation of lengthy peti­ 
tions to the village board several 
* m onths ago resulted in a hearing 
before the state body which has 
taken the question under advise­ 
m ent. That advisem ent will prob­ 
ably last until Palatine people have 
again had time to forget this, the 
last fatal accident. 
Hie public in this m atter had a 
champion in a form er m ayor who 
has since died. Wall a new cham ­ 
pion have to personally shoulder 
the ta>k of forcing the 
railroad 
company to action, or will the vil­ 
lage board act? 
Regardless of the verdict of the 
state commission, or its delay in 
announcing 
a 
decision, 
Palatine 
crossings m ust be protected by in­ 
dividual watchmen until some im­ 
provem ent has been made to the 
present w arning lights. 
More people have been killed the 
past two years on Palatine cross­ 
ings than at any other town w ith­ 
in the m etropolitan area. 
There have been no fatalities at 
A rlington Heights which crossings 
are protected by gates. It’s strange,

Heavy seasonal milk deliveries 
continued during June to swell the 
total of surplus milk on the mar­ 
ket, according to figures released 
today by the marketing department 
of the Pure Milk Association, and 
affected Class II and Class III 
prices. 
Pure Milk Association members 
will receive a gross price of §2.20 
per hundred pounds on 51 per cent 
of their established base for June 
deliveries, as compared with the 
same per cent in May. This is for 
Class I milk, which is sold in fluid 
form by distributors buying milk 
I rom the Association. 
A gross price of $1.29 per hund­ 
red pounds on 20 per cent of estab­ 
lished base will be paid members 
for Class II milk delivered in June, 
as compared with the same per cent 
the previous month. Class II milk 
is sold by distributors as cream, ice 
cream, ice cream mix, and I'hila- 
delphia type cheese. 
Class III milk (surplus milk) will 
be paid for at the U. S. Government 
price for 92 score Chicago butter 
fat plus one cent. All prices are 
f.o b. country plant or loading plat­ 
form. 
The average price for all milk 
delivered in June was $1.02. The 
condensary price was $1,108 per 
cwt. of milk in June.

Moscow's monster hell, known as

Kolokol,** emperor 
of 
bells, weighs as much as 290 dray 
horses and is of smell tremendous 
proportions that It Is actually used 
As s chapel. 
There are various 
•tories about its origin, notes a 
w riter in Tit-Bits Magazine. One 
Is that it was cast in 1733 by order 
of Empress Anne and that it re­ 
g ain ed on the earth 103 years, be­ 
ing finally raised in 1830 by Km- 
peror Nicholas and 
placed upon 
a small circular wall In the Krem­ 
lin. 
The bell is about 19 feet high, 
•0 feet 8 Inches In circumference, 
and its sides have a thickness of 
t feet. 
There is also a story to the effect 
that it was originally hung on beams 
which later were destroyed by fire. 
causing the bell to fall and crack. 
Another story says that this crack 
occurred in the furnace and that 
the bell was never actually hung or 
rang.

ing slaves of all higher forms of 
j animal 
life. 
Again 
nature 
has 
stepped in and “fixed” things. They 
are spurred on bv a desire to live 
mid preserve themselves, and their 
’ service to tile world is only inci* 
i dental. 
The chief food on their 
menu happens to he soil, and fids 
they eat continuously. 
They bur­ 
row through the ground eating as 
tiiey go, and tile simple hut effec­ 
tive digestive organs extract all the 
animal and vegetable matter.

Horse manure forms 
the chief substance in which tile 
la n a e are found, and heaps of such 
manure are the principal breeding 
places of these Insects. 


A single fly Is capable of deposit­ 
ing from UMI to 130 eggs at one 
time, and five or six such patches 
of eggs may lie deposited during the 
fl> s lite.
